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THE DANGER OF QUIET TIMES. 


Potiticat periods of every sort have their dangers and 
difficulties, and what we cal] quiet times have them quite as 
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true that we as yet see no way out of the American conflict 
from which the whole evil arises; nor as long as 
that war continues, whatever be the successes of the North 
on the rivers and along the sea-board, can we anticipate 
more than driblets and single chance cargoes from The States. 
It is true, also, that less is expected from India than last year, 
when she sent us nearly a million of bales. It is true, again, 
that, as regards Egypt, our third most important source, 
we have also received all last year’s crop, and that none of 
the growth of 1862 can arrive before November, and but 
little then. It is true, finally, that the stock in the hands of 
spinners is on the whole, and individual instances apart, much 
lower than usual. On the other hand, however, it is also true 
some progress has been made in the use of other materials 
which can be mixed with or substituted for cotton; that the 
greatest economy is practised in all factories ; and that some 
of tke largest and .wealthiest manufacturers have enough on 
hand to last till Christmas. 

As near as can be ascertained in a matter which involves 
80 many conjectural and so many conflicting elements, the 
state of supply and consumption for the year staods as 
follows. We have say 200,000 bales on hand, and the most 
careful and well-informed calculators estimate that we may 
fairly expect between now and the end of the year, from all 
quarters, if the American war continues to deprive us of our 
regular remittances thence, about 600,000 bales more. This 
will give a total of 800,000 bales, to meet a demand per week 
for home consumption of probably 25,000 bales, and for export 
of 5,000 bales. The home consumption is calculated on the 
assumption that the mills will continue to work on the 
average three days a week, as they are doing now, and to use 
chiefly Indian cotton, the bales of which are about one-fifth 
smaller than the American ones. At this rate, the supply on 
hand and justly to be expected would last us about 26 weeks, 
or till the end of the year. Jf, then, the war continues, 
and if the mills continue to work half time, our resources 
would last till Christmas, and would then be quite exhausted. It 
is obvious, however, that such a thing as actually working up 
our cotton to the last bag, or to the last 10,000 or even 
100,000 bags, can never practically happen. Long before that 
extreme situation could be reached, prices would have been 
run up to an almost prohibitive figure, and the consumption 
would have been again largely reduced. It seems certain, 
therefore—always excepting the at present unlikely circum- 
stance of an accommodation of some sort between the -belli- 
gerents in America—that long before the close of the year, the 
cotton mills of the United Kingdom must be put on still 
shorter work than now, and the distress be proportionally 
enhanced. Practically, it is unlikely that, under existing 
prospects, we should ever allow our stock to fall below 
200,000 bales. This would afford a supply sufficient for 
only an average of two days’ work a week for the rest of the 
year—or (say) three days for the first quarter and one day 
for the last. 

This is an anxious prospect enough, and it is well to face 
it mapfully at once. The distress in Lancashire is already, 
as we know too well, heavy and general. Nothing can miti- 
gate it except peace in America. It must augment from day 
to day in an ever-increasing ratio, if peace do not come; 
and it may be still further aggravated by the contingency of 
a bad harvest—which the persistent inclemency of the 
weather at such a season makes, we fear, far from impro- 
bable.

THE SUGAR DUTIES. 


Tuer has been very much discussion daring the last twenty 
years respecting the sugar duties, but most of it relates to 
the topics which are now entirely obsolete. We used to 
discuss whether our colonies should be protected against 
foreign competition ; whether free-labour sugar should have 
an advantage over slave-labour sugar. The table of our 
duties shows that we looked in old times to the country from 
which the sugar came, rather than to any more obvious fiscal 
consideration. ll these artificial difficulties are now cleared 
away; we nolonger tax sugar differently according to the 
country from which it comes ; we have recognised the appli- 
eability of free-trade principles to sugar in the broadest and 
plainest manner ; but we have still many difficulties to en- 

; counter which are not artificial, but are caused by the very 
n®ture of the article with which we are dealing. 
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The substance which, in common “ parlance,” we term] 
sugar, is not one thing, but many things. Even the coarsest} 
form of it which comes into this country may be used in two} 
ways: it may be itself consumed as it stands by the public, 
or it may be used as a raw material and manufactured into 
“ refined sugars,” which contain less admixture of baser 
matter, which have a nicer grain and a better colour, which 
have a more delicate saccharine taste. This sort of manu. 
facture is from its very nature capable of almost indefinite 
gradation. It begins with the coarsest and most impure 
crystalline substances which can be properly termed sugar ; 
it ends with the most elaborate and beautiful refinement 
which leaves the best manufactory,—but it is all “ sugar,” 
No matter what its condition, the general public group it} 
together under the same vague name. 

In consequence, many persons are puzzled when they read 
the apparently complex table of our present Customs duties, 
The find that— 

12s 8d per ewt is charged on brown gugar and any other 
sugar not equal to yellow muscovado or brown clayed. 

133 10d per ewt is charged on yellow muscovado and 
brown clayed sugar, or sugar rendered by any process equal 
to brown clayed. 

16s per ewt is charged on white clayed sugar, not being 
refined or equal in quality thereto. 

183 4d per cwt is charged on refined sugar, or sugar ren- 
dered by any process equal in quality to refined sugar. 

But though the details of this scale (which was very care- 
fully arranged by Mr Wilson some years since) are neces- 
sarily complicated, its principle is exceedingly intelligible. It 
is intended to impose a duty say of 12s 8d on the coarsest 
class of sugar, on the raw material, and to impose graduated 
duties on the manufactured sugar in proportion to the degree 
to which it is manufactured. The unelaborated sugar is to 
pay a given rate, and the elaborated is to pay a proporyionate 
rate, augmenting with the increase of elaboration which in 
each case it has undergone. The more purified and improved 
the sugar the less its weight; and the present scale is designed 
to effect one simple object and one only—to tax the imported 
manufactured sugar as near as can be the same sum with 
which the raw sugar out of which it was purified would have 
been taxed. 


The effect of this is best seen by comparing it with the 
antagonistic plan which it is in some quarters proposed to 


substitute for it. It is proposed to abolish the three first 
rates of duty, or sometimes all four, and to substitute in their 
place a uniform rate of 13s 6d, or some similar sum. ‘There 
is always a plausibility in every proposal of simplification; 
any complexity must in its own measure and degree be an 
obstruction to business; and the prima facie bias of every 
instructed financier is to avoid minor elaborations, and to 
levy large taxes in a plain way. Bata little consideration 
will show that the simplification proposed in this case would 
be inconsistent with the principles of free trade, and likewise 
that it would throw an increased burden on that class of 
tax-payers who are least able to bear the existing burdens. 

1st. It is evident that any equalisation which is designed 
to yield the present revenue must be on the principle of 
average. You must raise the duty on coarse sugar if you 
lower the duty on fine sugar. But if you raise the duty on 
the lowest class of sugar, say from 12s 8d to 13s 6d, you are 
imposing a duty on the very poor who consume that class of 
sugar, and who only consume it because they cannot afford 
to purchase a better quality. Whatever other merits such a 
plan might have, it is undoubtedly liable to the objection 
re it imposes a greater burden on the most impoverished 
class. 

But, secondly, there is a direct objection on the principle 
of free trade to taxing the import of a partially manufactured 
article at what is practically a Jess rate than that at which 
you tax the import of the raw material from which it was 
manufactured. Supposing that all sugar paid the sawe 
uniform duty of 13s 6d, the result would be that our 
refining would be done part in the sugar plantations, 
and part abroad—in France and Holland; there would 
be a distinct legislative encouragement to that result. 
The process of refiuing is complicated enough, but the idea 
of refining is very simple. Coarse sugar is sugar mixed 
with inferior ingredients—sugar plus something else; refined 
sugar, more or less, according to the degree of its refinement,

is pedal without anything else. If, therefore, we tax refined 

sugar and coarse sugar at the same rate, we tax rubbish 
which is mixed with the coarse sugar at the same rate as we 
do the best refined article: our refiners would pay a duty 
on the dross which they have to remove; they would have 
to sell their refined sugar at such a price as would 
compensate them for the duty on that dross as well 
as for the duty on the effective saccharine matter. But 
the foreign refiner would be taxed on the refined sugar 
only: he would pay nothing on his “ dross”; he would have 
removed that long before he reached our Custom House, If 
you impose the same Customs duty on an extract as you do 
on the substance from which it is an extracted, you are con- 
triving that the process of extrication shall be carried on 
outside the Custom House. The principle of free trade is, 
that you should not by your own fiscal legislation disturb the 
course of trade; as far as possible, after the imposition 
of your duty, the same men at the same place should 
produce the same article which they did before the 
duty was imposed. If, therefore, we encourage the re- 
| finement of sugar in Holland for English consumption in 
preference to English refining, we violate the maxims of 
free trade. 


Some persons, indeed, favour two rates of duty. They 
| would retain a separate duty on what they call refined sugar, 
and lump together all unrefined sugars under a single duty. 

But the truth is, that unrefined sugars differ in the degree of 

their purification and elaboration. They form a continually 

ascending scale; they are all partially manufacturéd articles. 

There is no reason for selecting a single stage of manufac- 
i| ture called refined sugar at the extreme end of the series, 
and charging an exceptional rate on that, while you neglect 
to discriminate your duties according to the previous stage 
of preliminary manufacture throughout the series. The true 
principle of taxing the elaborated sugar in proportion to the 
| raw material contained in it, as far as possible applies every- 
where if it applies anywhere. 

Lastly. By way of compensation to our refiners, as it 
were, for depriving them of the home market, an equal duty 
on sugar would encourage them in the foreign market. All 
Customs duties are accompanied, apd rightly so, by a draw- 
back on exportation. At present that drawback is easily 
settled—easily, at least, in principle. So-called “sugar” 
has paid duty on the raw material it contains, no matter “how 
refined it may be or how coarse it may be. The exporter of 
refined sugar, therefore, should on the same principle obtain 
a drawback proportioned to the raw material which it contains : 
the raw material is the substance on which duty was paid, and 
on that the drawback should be also. But if there were oaly 
a single rate on various classes of sigar, how is the drawback 
| 0 be fixed? Oue exported sugar would be made out of 
jSugar which had come in highly purified, and almost fit to 

send out again; another would have been manufactured from 

very coarse sugar, which needed much manufacture. The 
same article to the eye might have paid, and would often 
have paid, various rates of duty. How, then, could the 
drawback be fairly adjusted? Its correctness would depend 
on an historical inquiry—upon the particular state in which 
the particular raw sugar had been imported out of which the 
particular refined sugar claiming drawback had been made, 
and this could never be ascertained. 


To meet these difficulties, it has been proposed that our 
sugar refiners should refine in bond, and in that manner they 
would pay duty on their manufactured article only just as 
foreigners would under the suggested system of asingle duty, 
The English manufacturer would then, it is said, be outside 
the Custom House exactly as the foreign manufacturer is, 


But even so the English refiner would not be as free as 
the foreigner. Practically, he would be onderan excise. It 
would be necessary to have an officer—whether he is sub- 
ject to the Inland Revenue or the Custom House is imma- 
terial—in every refinery in the country. Every refinery 
Would have its processes open to a Government officer, and 
every refinery would be subject to the regulations of a 
revenue board. One of the most delicate scientific, if not the 
most delicate scientific process in the country would be sub- 

| ject to rules not laid down for the convenience of the nice 








aad difficult manufacture itself, but for a totally distinct and 


irrelevant object—the protection of the revenue. Our re- 
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finers would be working in chains : foreign refiners would be 
working in freedom. The latter could do all they wish ; 
the former—our own manufacturers—must ask leave to do 
what they wish. 


It is very dubious, also, whether the revenue could be in 
any adequate manner protected if all the refineries were sup- 
posed to be “in bond.” Sugar, both raw and refined, is 
doubtless a bulky article, and its transit could be watched ; 
but it might be changed into “ syrup,” or some new com- 
pound which we do not know of, and in that shape it 
might evade duty with facility. There is absolutely 
no test of how much “result,"—how much refined 
sugar should be elicited from a given quantity of raw 
material. Some makers will obtain much by very clever 
processes; others less by less clever processes. A board 
of revenue could never infer that there must be fraud 
because the purified product on which duty is paid did not 
correspond with’ the raw substance from which it was ex- 
tracted. Yet this inference is the essence of the whole matter. 


The unpopularity of all bxcise regulations is so great in 
England, that the adoption of compulsory refining in bond 
would more probably break up the sugar duties altogether 
than effect any other object. What is “ refinement”? would 
be a legal question, and not an easy one. Is boiling sugar 
into lollypors refinement ? “No.” Is boiling it into sugar 
suitable for the table refinement? ‘ Yes.” ‘These are pro- 
bably the best answers which could be given, yet how much 
uncertainty they suggest ; how evident is the difficulty of de- 
ciding such questions when their number has accumulated, and 
when it is the interest of a large trade to raise them. If we could 
not maintain an excise on the manufacture of paper, we shall 
assuredly be unable to maintain one on the manufacture of 
sugar. It has been suggested that refining in bond might be 
optional—that any refiner who wished should be permitted to 
refine in bond, and that those who did not wish to do so need 
not dé so. Buteven this is vot fair to our refiners. It does 
not place them on an equal footing with foreign refiners. It 
only says, We give you a choice of difficulties. Zviher refine 
in bond and be sulject to the regulations of Government 
and the supervision of an officer, or pay duty on the refuse 
you get rid of as well as the purified sugar you sell. Hither 
pay a heavy duty which your foreign competitors do not 
pay, or be subject to an excise supervision from which they 
are exempt. For the object which it is designed to effect, 
permissive refiuing in bond is ineffectual. 


And it would not extricate us from the difficulty of fixing 
a just drawback. If we still allow a drawback on exportation 
on sugar not refined in bond, what 1s it to be P A uniform rate 
of duty has been paid on different substances which have 
different potency, which yield very different quantities of 
refined sugar :—what is to be the drawback on the export of 
the manufactured article, manufactured at pleasure from these 
different and various materials? Probably the Legislature 
might cut this knot, and say that all refining for export must 
be in bond, and allow no drawback whatever. But in that 
case our refiners would be under a serious difficulty in neutral 
markets: they would be working under Government super- 
vision; foreigners would be working in complete freedom. 


The truth is, that the objection to the present sugar duties 
is in its principle an objection to a Customs duty on sugar 
altogether. The details of the present graduation may be 
if necessary improved, and they must necessarily be subject 
to revision as time goes on and the processes of manufacture 
change. There is an obvious imperfection in them at the 
best. A process of purification and refinement proceeds by 
insensible gradations. The different rates of duty rise 
inevitably by considerable leaps. Between the best sugar 
which pays 12s 8d and the worst which pays 13s 10d, the 
difference may not be so considerable as might be desired 
and hoped. There must be difficulties of detail in taxing 
in any manner any article which varies so much as sugar. 
Looking to the necessities of the Exchequer, we cannot hope 
soon to dispense with the sugar duties, and we must, there- 
fore, levy them in the best manner we can,—in the manner 
most accordant with admitted fiscal principles and with 
free trade. 

A Committee which has just investigated the sugar duties 
is about to send in its report. We cannot but be confident 
that it will adopt and sanction these obvious principles. 
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THE CLERGY AND THE COURT OF ARCHES. 


Ours are certainly not the columns for any manner of 
theological discussion; but there is scarcely any matter 
bearing more clearly on the social and domestic economy of 
England than the legal conditions on which English gentle- 
men are admitted into and permitted to remain in the dis- 
charge of parochial duty as ministers of the National Church. 
It is extremely important that the exact force of the existing 
ecclesiastical law should be clearly understood, whether we 
suppose that that law does or does not need modification, 
and no matter in what direction we suppose that modifica- 
tion to be needed. We do not think, then, that we need offer 
any apology for deviating somewhat from our usual area of dis- 
cussion, for the sake of a clear exposition of the principal points 
of Dr Lushington’s recent very able judgment in the Court of 
Arches. That judgment will, it is to be presumed, permanently 
affect either the intellectual position of the Euglish clergy or 
the course of future legislation, or both; and it is essential 
that the thinking portion of the public should be prepared to 
discuss its results intelligently. It is true that the judgment, 
even on the points decided, is still liable to reconsideration, 
should the promoters reform their articles in accordance with 
the suggestion of the Court, and press their prosecution. It 
is true also that the judgment may probably be appealed from 
to the Privy Council. Still, no doubt a great step has been 
taken towards determining the real state of the ecclesias- 
tical law. 


The first point which Dr Lushington had to decide was the 
standard by which the ecclesiastical courts measure the 
orthodoxy of clergymen's faith. The promoters of the suit 
against Dr Williams and Mr Wilson had set forth the doc- 
trines of the Church which those gentlemen were accused of 
impugning, in a series of extracts from the formularies of 
the Church, from the obligations imposed in the Prayer 
Book, especially in the ordination service, and from the 
epistles and gospels taken from Scripture and quoted in 
the Prayer Book, presumptively, it was supposed (among 
other purposes), to inculcate true doctrine. Were all these 
standards of equal authority, or of legal authority of any 
kind in determining what a clergyman might or might not 
oo P This was the primary question to which Dr 

ushington addressed himself. He decided-that the great 
authority on all questions uf orthodoxy was the code of 
belief known as the Thirty-nine Articles, inasmuch as they 
were deliberately adopted by the Church to determine what 
opinions should and what should not be included within her 
boundaries. In them is, of course, included the three Creeds 
which they adopt and countersign ; and all these formularies 
are to be construed in the strictest and most grammatical 
and literal sense, on the same principle exactly in which any 
ordinary statute is construed. For example, Dr Lushington 
laid it down that if, in the formularies deliberately adopted 
by the Church, were involved any assertion refuted by the 
evidence of modern science, no clergyman would be legally 
at liberty to express his adherence to the scientific view. If, 
for example, it could be shown that any of the obligations 
taken by a clergyman distinctly involved a belief in a seven- 
day creation in the literal order and the literal sense of the 
first chapter of Genesis,—then, no matter what the result of 
geological or other scientific evidence might prove, the denial 
of @ seven-day creation, or the transposition of any day's 
work, would involve legally either the retractation or depriva- 
tion of the denying clergyman. The case is not one 
very likely to occur, as the Thirty-nine Articles 
and the Creeds keep cautiously aloof from the scientific 
world, But Dr Lusbington laid it down strictly that thus 
literal, and independent of their general acceptance or non- 
acceptance, must be his construction of the Articles or other 
formularies. Of course, therefore, no clergyman could 
plead any statement of the Bible, however explicit, in justifi- 
cation of a denial of the Articles or Creeds. Next, Dr 
Lushington intimated that the Church Prayer Book, which is 
accepted by clergymen, is a secondary standard of clerical 
doctrine, so far as its contents clearly contemplate dog- 
matic statements ; but he did not think that the extracts 
from the Bible, quoted under the form of epistles and 
gospels, are thus quoted for any purpose of doctrinal exposi- 
tion, and declined therefore to apply the test of agreement or 
disagreement with such passages from the Bible, and a 
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fortiori with the Bible in general, as a test of sound doe 

e held, in short, that his primary authority for doe 
was the Thirty-nine Articles and Creeds; his second 
all dogmatic statements put forth as such in the Pray, 
Book,—but that the statements of the Bible were not inf) 
any sense doctrinal authorities which he could interpret « 
enforce. :

writings. 

And it was because he held that Dr Williams’ assertions 
that the Bible was “the expression of devout reason” and 
the ‘‘ written voice of the congregation,” did in fact contradict 
the view that it “emanated from the extraordinary and 
“ special interposition of the Almighty,” that he admitted the 
article charging him with hetesy on the ground of these 
expressions. The view that it came from “devout reason” 
ascribed its origin to man, he said; whereas the clergyman 
was bound by the Articles to ascribe its origin to God. 1 

But next Dr Lushington decided that though it was nob) 
competent to any clergyman to assert that Scripture is other) 
than of strictly supernatural origin, it is competent to him 
to interpret Scripture in any way he professes to think honest, 
without any sort of interference from ecclesiastical law. For} 
example, Dr Williams had “explained away” the deluge} 
the miraculous passage through the Red Sea, and otherevents | 
recorded in the Pentateuch. Dr Lushington ruled that no} 
non-natural interpretation of Scripture was within his cogs}

Solong as theydo} 
not deny it to be supernatural, and do not “explain away ” the 
Articles or Prayer Book, they are outside the reach of ecclesir 
astical law.

NIGHT POACHING. 

| Ox Thursday, in the House of Lords, Lord Berners moved 
the second readiog of his Second Game Law Amendment 
Bill, the dimensions of which seem to be in the inverse ratio 
ofthe magnitude of the consequences it involves. The con- 
tents may, indeed, be stated in a very brief compass. The 
little Bill enacts: —Whereas night poaching and murderous 
assaults upon police constables, gamekeepers, and servants, 
legally appointed, have lately increased, and it is expedient 
that the laws now in force should be amended for the better 
prevention of such crimes :— 

(1) That constables may stop and search, or apprehend 
without warrant, in any highway, street, or public place in 
England or Wales, between sunset and eight in the morning, 
any persons suspected of poaching, and take them before a 
justice of the peace, to be dealt with according to law, that 

to say, summarily, 

(2) That any persons found in the possession of anything 
eoming under the head of game, on their persons or in their 
premises, may be summoned before a justice of the peace to 
ey that they came by it lawfully, failing which they may 

fined up to 57. And, 

(3) That licensed game dealers are to keep an account of 
all the game and rabbits they buy, with the date, and the 
name, place, and abode of the person from whom pur- 
thased or received. False entries or refusal to produce 
the books, or permit inspection, when required by a war- 
rant from a justice of the peace, also to be fined uvder 5i. 

Such are the provisions of this singularly unobtrusive 
and modest-looking multum in parvo. But the modesty 
of ite looks are singularly at war with the inflammable 
nature of its contents. We earnestly hope this Bill will not 
pass. Let us say at once that we entirely sympathise with

They hear the farmer grumble, and 
they know that in the main he gets no real compensation for 
the injury he sustains. Their prejudice blinds them to the 
fact that the partridges a man rears on his own estate, at his 
own expense, are really his property; and the prejudice is 
venial. Moreover, village tradition connects the game laws 
with the most odious vexation and tyranny which the English 
people ever endured at the hands of their conquerors. Under 
these circumstances, even if the people had not what they 
think abstract principle on their side, and if we had no 
experience, it would be the height of impolicy to aggravate 
a feeling so deeply seated in the breasts ef all but the upper 
ten thousand. : 

But we have ample experience. It is certain that during the 
last half-century game has never been so strictly preserved as 
of late, And yet one noble lord after another rose to illustrate 
from his own personal knowledge the frightful increase of 
the miseries due to the ever-growing spirit of poaching. We 
are told that in the four months from October to February, 
1861, there were 29 murderous attacks upon keepers, 198 
persons being concerned iu those attacks. But in three of 
the corresponding monthe in 1861-2, there were no fewer 
than 188 murderous attacks, and 456 persons employed. 
The number of gamekeepers throughout the country is 
estimated by Lord Malmesbury at 20,000, a very formidable 
force of men pampered by the landowners, and, if honest to 
their employers, generally detested by the farmers and the 
rural population, or if popular in the village, probably dis- 
honest to their masters. With this force it is now proposed 
to couple the police. The rural policeman will thus become 
the cynosure of the game-preserver and the poacher, ran- 
sacking the larder of the former, and levying blackmail upon 
the latter. The keeper commonly sells the game, if not on 
his master’s account, not unfrequently on his own. The 
rural policeman’s character will thus be placed between four 
millstones; petted by the landlord and sporting magistrate, 
called upon to wihk at the keeper, tempted by the poacher’s 
bribes, and looked upon by every villager as a spy on the 
look out for unlawful game. 

We are not insensible to the advantages derived from field 
sports by the higher classes, nor do we advocate the right 
of trespass. But if it were only a questionof reducing the 
game laws within the limits of a Trespass Act, as we think 
they should be, if not entirely abolished, we should raise no 
objection. And as for our young sportsmen, they have the 
heaths of Scotland and Ireland, and the wilds of Norway, 
Sweden, Canada, and the East, to roam over and satisfy 
their propensities with less butchery and more romance. 
Be this as it may, it is perfectly clear that the privileges 
of the minority, however innocent, and even, in themselves, 
commendable, cannot, upon any principle of sound policy, ‘be 
maintained against the daily increasing crimes whieh they | 
confessedly foster throughout the whole extent of the 
country, and whieh the remedy proposed would only envenom 
by a complication of artificial evils. We trust, therefore, 
although the Bill was read a second time, on condition of 
being referred to a Select Committee, that it will not live to 
pass into law.

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SCOTCH AND ENGLISH FARMING. 
TuE following letter from a thoroughly practical English agri- 
culturist, Mr Hewitt Davis, will be read with interest, and will 
corroborate the views we have often expressed of the importance of 
leases and freedom of action for tenant-farmers to the advancement 
of English agriculture. This is perhaps, agriculturally speaking, 
the most important question of the day, and the more so because 
the habits, prejudices, and the sinister political interests of the 
landowners are to a considerable extent enlisted on the wrong 
side, and constitute the only substantial impediments to a vast 
and general improvement in English husbandry. Mr Davis has 
not only been a successful farmer himself, but, as a land agent and 
drainage inspector, has had the opportunity of observing the 
husbandry of most parts of England. 
AN ENGLISHMAN’S VIEW OF SCOTCH FARMING. 

We so frequently hear the farming in Scotland spoken of as being 
superior to that of England, and the rents that Scotch farmers pay as so 
much higher, that I was glad of the opportunity arecent visit to Scotland 
give me of observing how far this is the case; for I must confess to 
sharing the English prejudice against Scotch practice as seen in England, 
and could not understand how farmers afford to pay bigher rents in 
Scotland, seeing that the advantages of better climate and merkets lay 
with England. But since my inspection of Scotland I must admit that 
there is much trath in what is said of its farming ; for I found it more 
uniformly good, and the rents, after every allowance for lesser parochial 
charges, decidedly higher than in England. My first impression on seeing 
Scotland was, that most of its cultivated lund must have been newly 
enclosed, and the farmers were benefiting by modern buildings, large 
open fields, and straight fences; for they appear to have little to contend 
with from old buildings, or the was'e from useless hedges or hedge-row 
timber, and irregular enclosures. I found the houses better suited to 
& higher class of capitalists than are usua'ly found on similar holdings in 
England, with homesteads better arranged and supplied with a larger 
amount of superior accommodation for stock, and altogether more suited 
for what is called high farming. Few farms of over 200 acres of ploughed 
land are without steam or water power, and fixed machinery for thrashing, 
&e., or are without lodging for the labourers employed on the farm, and 
the practice of giving more cottages for families with the farms is increas- 
ing. I could see grea:er activity in the horses and labourer , and more 
system of management in the labour, much of which I attcibured to the 
greater command of their labourers that farmers have from their men 
residing On their farms. On referring to my note book, I see that farms 
are constantly let on leases of {9 or 21 years, without a break in the 
period, and fresh terms are generally made on every renewal, when the 
reletting becomes a matter of fresh bargaining. 1 was shown a farm eleven 
miles from a large market, and where much of the produce comes to 
England, which had been relet last year at 52 per Scotch acre, the former 
rent having been 45s. The adjoining farm of 350 acres is let at 38s, 
having been taken for 19 years in a period of great agricultural depression, 
and when much out of order and wanting draining. The new tenant 
commenced with tile draining the whole ata cost of 8/ an acre, and 
when telling me of this large outlay in improvement, he spoke of it as 
having answered, and appeared to think ita matter of course that his 
landlord should take advantage of the improved value of the farm to 
raise the rent when his lease shall be out. From this it will be seen that 
the break of tenure on the expiration of the lease is considered to 
terminate the former bargain and periodically bring a rearrangement, often 

ing to a wholesome change of occupancy, an increase of reat, and a 
fresh start in improvement,—the landowner taking advantage of the 
improvement made since the last letting to benefit his income, 
and the tenant of his fresh interest in the farm to commence 
Rew improvements, the advantage of which is so long secured him. 
nen... 
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only with landowners, and must be injurious to tenant-farmers, 
but sarely it will be seen that were this so, agriculture would soon 
cease to flourish. The prosperity of tenants and landowners must 
ever be bound up together, and that this is sc, and the system works 
well, is seen in the generally superior condition of Scotch farms and the 
higher rents they command. Ido not mean to infer from this that we 
have not as good or better farming in England than any | saw in 
Scotland. I should be wrong in inferring this, for 1 saw little in the 
practice in Scotland that the higher class of English farmers would copy. 
But I must admit that the general practice in Scotland is more uniformly 
good, and one sees far less bad farmers there than in England. 

If I have done justice to my subject, many of your readers,—knowiog 
the prejudices of English landowners in favour of annual tenancies, smal! 
enclosures, broad hedges and hedge-row timber; and against giving 
farmers cottages for their labourers, and how badly English farms are 
often provided with buildings,—will see sufficient in all this for the more 
uniform good farming of Scotland, and the higher rents that the tenants 
afford to pay. No doubt much of the mischief arises from the old feudal 
feeling still existing in England against giving tenant-farmers the 
independence derived from long leases, and to the law of settlement, which 
has Jong made cottages a bugbear to landowners from the fear of 
bringing more paupers on the parish. But I trast this is wearing out, 
and that landowners are learning that their farms cannot be well culti- 
vated without the command of abundant Jabour, and farmers are getting 
alive to the advantages of having their principal labourers resident on 
their farms. But long leases are stil! wanted to bring improving tenants. 
Without this security, farmers will not invest capital in improvements 
and high farming, the returns from whicb are only reaped ia a course 
of years,—nor will they feel the demand upon them for improvements 
which the certainty of long possession and fixed tenure make. Yearly 
tenant-farmers will look mainly to the returns of the year to repay them 
for the year’s expenditure ; and while this is so, land will have its fertility 
only partially developed, and both landowners and tenants must be con- 
tented with only partial returns. 
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Tue Resources or Turkey. By J. Lewis Fartxy. London: 

Longman, Green, Longman, and Roberts. 1862. 
THE inability of the Ottoman Empire to resist the pretensions of 
Russia, which in 1853 led to the Crimean war, excited the alarm 
of Europe, and caused the attention of the principal powers to be 
directed to the discovery of some means by which the Government 
of Turkey might be secured from future attacks. Turkish affairs 
have hence been forced upon the States of Europe, every one of 
which is interested in maintaining the status quo until such time 
as a native Christian power shall fashion itself from out of the vast 
countries comprised within the tract still owning Mussulman 
rule. Mr Farley gives us a disquisition upon the resources of 
Turkey ; and the great feature of his description is its conciseness. 
His purpose, in writing the book, has evidently been to promote 
the extension of banking accommodatio. to the various provincial 
towns of Turkey and the islands—hence special reference is made 
to each seat of trade ; and the local statistics consequently provide 
means of judging in detail of the commerce transac Mr 
Farley states t = in 1860 the value of our exports to Turkey had 
increased to 5,457,839/ from 531,704/ in 1827. 

In the few first chapters, details of the extent and geographical 
character of the countries composing the Turkish Empire are 
given ; with explanations concerning the tenure of land—finances 
—agricultural resources—mineral riches, &c., &c. Chapter VI. 
is devoted to cotton. Cotton-growing in Asiatic Turkey is stated 
to have declined considerably ; and the quality now grown to have 
become greatly deteriorated. ‘In Syria the cotton plant has 
been grown for ages, but owing to the defective mode of cultiva- 
tion and to the want of new seed, the quality has degenerated. 
An experiment has, however, recently been made with seed from 
America, and the sample of the quality produced has been pro- 
nounced fully equal to the cotton of New Orleans.” .“* There 
can be no doubt, therefore, entertained as to the possibility of an 
immense increase of the quantity of cotton grownin Turkey. The 
two great desiderata are, the introduction of new seed, and the 
substitution of a better mode of cultivation than that now pursued ; 
but complete success can only be achieved by means of uropean 
enterprise and European capital.” In Chapter VII., devoted to 
‘‘ Banking in Turkey,” our exports to the Empire in "1860 figure 
for upwards of five millions sterling, of which sum more than 
three millions are for plain and printed calicoes. The re- 
mainder of the book, although containing details of consider- 
able value, is mainly devoted to the purpose of proving how much 
the extension of banking accommodation is needed throughout 
the Empire. As the promotion of the establishment of a bank 
with numerous branches appears to have been the principal 
object with which Mr Farley’s book was written, we may fairly 
consider his subject. Ordinary banking operations, to some extent, || 
enter into the scheme proposed ; but the great means on which Mr 
Farley depends, to induce the native merchants and proprietors to 
open accounts and to make deposits, are the opening of cash credits 
and the granting loans on jewels or lands. It is greatly %o 
be doubted whether any banking company would consent to 
lock up its capital in mortgages on jewels or land; and it 
must not be forgotten that it would be most difficult to baammenhesrs: 
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@ convertible security so long as the male Christian sub- 
jects of the Porte are not endowed with the same privileges and 
facilities for the purchase and sale of land that the Mussulmen 
enjoy. The wants of the trading community would be benefited 
in every city by the establishment of banks; but it does not at 
present appear that sufficient business exists in very many 
cities to afford support for suvh institutions. It is doubtless 
to be desired that the transmission of coin across the country 
should be made with greater security than at present. 
The operations of the banks now in existence already 
tend to diminish the necessity for frequent transmissions of specie : 
the later extension of branch banks to small cities, where in course 
of time banking operations may be introduced, will follow the 
adeption of those earlier measures necessary to foster and 
facilitate the trade by which themselves are to be supported. 
The first great necessity, in this case, is that of ruads. Roads 
never were so essential as at the present time. In many districts 
adjacent to the most oe age towns of Europe the production of 
cereals is inferior to their requirements. Wheat is constantly 
imported from places of easy access by the seaboard ; while, within 
short distances of the very ports from which it is shipped, produce 
lies rotting for want of roads by which it might be transported. 
The loss sustained falls not only on those whose grain remains un- 
sold, but also upon the populations whose wants it might supply, and 
who suffer the loss of that difference in price which the additiona 

rovision might cause. We, ourselves, procure wheat from the 
Danube and Odessa; but if roads existed in Roumelia, Thessaly, 
and Syria, any amount of cereals could be shipped from ports 
much nearer to Great Britain. A gentleman, who is intimately 
acquainted with the country, assures us that he has seen, in 
Turkey, wheat, in the straw, consumed as fuel for want of means 
to carry the grain to the nearest town, much less to the. seaports. 
England alone, upon an average, pays annually the enormous sum 
of 20,000,000/ to foreign countries for cereals, and would conse- 
quently benefit in the greatest degree by the establishment of 
roads in Turkey. We are told by all ancient historians that 
Mesopotamia was in their days the granary of the world, and 
that it produced the finest cotton. At present, although well 
ulated, and possessing the finest soil, this country lies un- 
ivated solely because there are no means by which produce may 
be ted. Roads are undoubtedly most of all needed; and, 
at this time, when large advances are being made to Turkey to 
assist in the development of the financial resources of that country, 
it is incumbent on those who so readily avail themselves of the 
urgent need experienced by the Ottoman Empire, and of the high 
rates the Porte is compelled to pay for money, to assist in the 
political regeneration to be effected by the establishment of roads. 
Now that the integrity and good purpose of Aali Pasha, the late 
vizier, and the capacity of the Seraskier Mehemet Ruschdi Pasha 
are allied with the indomitable energy of that most able and 
upright of Turkish statesmen, Fuad Pasha, the performance of 
every engagement entered into with their consent is to be expected. 
The caimé, that bane of Turkish finance, is being withdrawn ; out- 
ing claims are being examined and liquidated, in the most 
honourable manner; and, with adequate support from the 
capitalists of Europe, judiciously expended in providing means of 
transport for the illimitable produce of the country, the ‘Turkey of 
a few years hence will be no longer recognisable as the former 
— of the most barbarous and fanatical race that the world has 
own.

{ prospect from my windows, out of which I looked over the whole|} 
town, can hardly be conceived. The heat was as great as that of 
the hottest of the dog-days with us, and the air was laden with @ 
sort of sultry vapour we hardly know of in England. A iow mist 
hung over the vast waters of the Mississippi and the Ohio, and 
stole away over the unbroken line of forests which covered their |}. 
fruitless banks. The sun burnt down fiercely on the shadeless 
! wooden city; and whenever there came a puff of air, it raised 
clouds of dust from the dry mounds of porous earth of which the 
jetty is formed. The waters were sinking in the lagoon, and the 
inhabitants paddled languidly in flat-bottomed boats from house 
to house, to see what damage had been done. A close, fetid 
smell rose from the sluggish pools of water, and fever seemed 
written everywhere. Along the jetty alone there were signs of life, 
and even that life was dismal. Long trains of empty luggage-vans 
were drawn up on the rails, in which the poorer settlers bad 
refuge when they were driven out of their dwellings by the flood; 
and im these wretched resting-places whole families were hud 
together miserably. The great river steamboats were coming up 
constantly frem the camp at Corinth, bringing cargo-loads of 
women and sick and disabled soldiers, who lay for hours along the 
jetty waiting for the means of transport northwards.

The}} 
influence of the West on the war is greater than is imagined im |} 
Europe. The writer says:—“It is virtually the arbiter of the 
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struggle between the two; its whole interest is to preserve the 
Union, and it is determined to do so, though on different grounds 
fromthe North. The one point on which all are agreed is, that 
the insurrection must and will be suppressed.” We cannot quote 
farther, but must refer our readers to the magazine for a quarter of 
an hour's very agreeable reading. ‘ Ravenshoe” is finished in this 
number, and 2 new tale by Charles Kingsley announced for the next. 
Of “ Ravenshoe ” we have spoken so frequently that little remains 
to be said now that it is completed : its peculiar faults and peculiar 
excellencies accompany it to the end—the latter preponderate. 
We always take a chapter of “‘ Ravenshoe” after Mr ‘Thackeray ; 
it is like a run to the sea after the London season—the fresh, salt 
air feels pleasant against your jaded town face. Miss Muloch con- 
tributes an account of a Children’s Hospital in Great Ormond 
street, founded in 1851. It appears to be an excellent and well- 
managed institution. ‘A Visit to Marston Moor, May, 1862,” 
with a map and particular account of the great battle ; a notice of 
the career of Sir Robert Peel with reference to Free Trade, called 
“ sofa Statesman”; a paper on “ Leigh Hunt’s Poetry”; one 
on “ Photography for Travellers and Tourists,’’ by Professor Pole; 
and one or two others of interest, make up a good number of a 
magazine which we may say with truth is generally good.

The papers on ‘“ German 
Literature” do not improve, the present instalment being sadly 
incoherent and uninstructive. We must also complain of Miss 
Parkes’s interesting analysis of M. Trélat’s work on Lunacy. 
These distressing records, unalleviated by any hopeful features 
whatever, are only fit for a medical journal. It is sufficient for 
ordinary readers to study those evils which they may possibly 
have some power to remove or palliate. An amusing letter “to

“The Government of France is

real and personal property ; also, that the equality of their repar- 
tition among all citizens, and the regularity of the forms of levying 
them, render the collection easier and more rapid every day, 
without checking the progress of productions.” 

If all this were true, France would be a sort of financial 
paradise ; but her people and all Europe know that it is not true.

An official return, just published, shows that from the Ist January 
up to the 20th June the total import of flour, wheat, rye, barley, 
oats, maize, and pulse was 3,963,343 quintals, of which 3,138,440 
were taken out of bond for consumption: the total exports in the 
same period were 1,133,567 quintals, of which 535,508 were of 
French production. The stock in bond at the end of May was 
957,129 quintals. (The quintal is nearly 2 cwts). 4 

The increase of the sugar duties adopted by the Corps Legieegs 
has given the greatest dissatisfaction to the wholesale dealers in 
the ports and to the shipping interest. As a concession to the 
latter, an Imperial decree has deprived sugar imported by Spanish 
vessels of the privilege of being exported with drawback ae 
refined ; but the decree is only to be applicable to vessels whi 
leave Cuba twenty days after its promulgation. 

The Corps Legislatif, just before its adjournment, adopted some 
Bills relative to railways. One accords a subvention of 20,000,000f 
to the Company which has obtained the concession of what is called 
the Charente group of railways—that is, the lines from Napoleon- 
Vendee to La Rochelle and Rochefort, from La Rochelle and

Another Bill authorises the Government to give-® 
subvention of 3,000,000f to a Company which will execute a line 
from Belfort to Guebiller, by way of Cernay, Bolwiller, and 
Soultz in Alsace, that line being destined to place certaim 
large spinning and weaving manufactories and engine-buil 
establishments in communication with the Eastern line. 
third grants the Northern Company the power of executing & 
short line of about eight miles from Lille to the Belgian frontier, 
near Tournay, and one 57 miles long from Valenciennes to Achette, 
the latter destined to form part of a direct line from Calais 
Strasburg. A Bill for making a railway from Rheims to Metz was 
postponed to next session. e measure is strongly opposed by} 
the Eastern Company, as the projected railway would do great 
injury to its line. The Mediterranean and Southern Companies} 
have long been in fierce conflict, owing to the latter having) 
demanded of the Government a privilege to construct a railway) 
from Cette to Marseilles, which would deprive the former of mu 
of its traffic with that great city.

THE GOLD COINAGE. 
T0 THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

S1r,—It has perhaps not occurred to your correspondent “ G. F.,” 
who is generally well informed on the relations of the Bank to 
the gold coinage, that any loss from the “ custom of trade” in the 
sale of light gold coin a shade below standard, should, in justice, 
fall upon the Bank. 

The Bank in its dealings with the public buys and sells accord- 
ing to the rule or custom referred to; but the Mint does not. At 
the latter establishment the gold, when taken io, is valued 
precisely as to fineness, and is returned to the Bank coined exactly 
to the standard according to the same valuation. It follows from 
this practice that if sovereigns were at avy time coined under 
standard, it would be the Bank and not the Mint that would be 
benefited. The Bank, therefore, would have no right to complain 
of a loss upon such sovereigns, arising from their deficient fine- 
ness, when they came ultimately back to it in the form of light 


gold. The Bank has enjoyed the fit at an earlier period ; it 
ought now to bear the loss pe poe have arisen from that 


source. 
The absolute necessity for British coin being exactly what it 
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represents in gold—and nothing more—is evident from the danger 

to whieh it weld otherwise be exposed of being melted down by 

| the traders in bullion if it were believed to be in the slightest 

| degree finer than standard,—there being no protective charge on 

the coinage as there is in the Freneb, and, I believe, in the 

American Mint.—I am, Sir, your obedient servant, 8.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


From Calcutta to June 11, we learn that the crop of indigo was likely 
to turn out satisfactorily, Shirtings had given way in price; bu', on the 
other band, an advance had taken place in the value of mule twist. 

Government Securities—Four per Cents., 
93}: Five per Cents., 105; Five-and-a-Half per Cents,, 112. 


We have intelligence from Bombay to June 12. The market for im- 
port goods was dull, and prices had a downward tendency. Cotton com- 
manded very little attention. Broach was obtainable at 73d per |b, with 
freight, and Dhoilera was selling at the same quotation. Copper sold 
heavily, at barely late rates. Exchange on London—Six months, 
2s 0}d. Government Securities—Four per Cents., 943; Five per Cents., 
106; Five-and-a-Half per Cents., 113. 

By the West India mail, the following commercial news has been re- 
ceived :—Advices from Jamaica are to the 7th inst. Business was in a 
state of stegnation in consequence of the weather. For several years auch 
heavy May seasons had not been experienced. Owing to the long 
drought, there wasa great scarcity of ground provisions, and but for im- 
portations of flour, corn meal, and rice, there would be much suffering 
among the people for want of food. The markets were, fortunately, well 
stocked with these articles. At Barbadoes, on the 29th ult. seasonable 
rains bad enabled the planters to complete their supply of the young crop, 
and to plant provisions. The produce shipped to date included 32,531 
hhds, 2,544 tierces, 11,410 barrels of sugar ; 4,725 puncheons, 239 hhde, 
644 barrels of molasses; and 60 puncheons, 212 hhds of rum. At 
Demerara, on the 27th ult., the Court, in preparing the tariff of import 
duties, placed a duty of 40c on every 112lbs ofunrefined sugarimported 
imported into the colony ; and a duty of 1 dol per galion on spirits in- 
tended to be used as perfumery. The weather had broken up, and the 
heavy rains of the wet season set in. Exports for the fortnignt included 
1,347 hogsheads, 694 tierces, 180 barrele, and 82 bags of sugar; 330 
puocheons, 49 hogsheads, and 37 barrels of rum. Business at Havana 
was dull. 


The following has been received by the Brazilian mail:—Rio de 
Janeiro, June 8 .—Exchange on London, 254. Coffee, good first, 7,100 
to 7,230 milreis. Shipments since the departure of the last steame 
33,220 begs, of which 11,000 are for the Channel; stock 290,000 bags; 
freight, 50s to 55s. At Bahia, exchange on London was quoted at 26; 
cotton, milreis 9,800 to 10,000; sugar, 2,500 to 2,600; brown, 1,900 to 
2,000. The quotations for produce at Pernambuco were—Sugar, milreis 
2,700 to 2,800; brown, 1,850 to 2,450; cotton, 11,000 to 1120 
Exchange was 25} to 253. 

Messrs Seymour, Peacock, and Co. state that, daring the past month, 
the variations in the freight market were unimportant, but that the ten- 
dency was towards lower rates, in conequsence of the abundant supply of 
tonnage, as well as to the falling off in some important trades. The 
public coal contracts last month comprised 15,000 to 19,000 tons for 
Aden, 2,000 tons for Shanghai, and 12,000 tons for Malts, all for account 
of the Peninsula and Oriental Company ; 900 tons for Nassau and 3,000 
toms for St Paul de Loando, for the service of the Admiralty; and 600 
tons for Fernando, fur the Spanish Government. 

The tity of coal, cinders, and culm shipped coastways in the 
United Kingdom, from port to port, in the year 1861, was 10,992,597 
tons, an increase of 270,000 tons over the previous year. The quantity 
of coal brought into the port of London in the year was 5,232,082 tons, 
an increae of 159,000 tons over 1866. The preportion arriving by 
inland conveyance is constantly increasing ; in 1858 it was 1,213,463 
tons; in 1861, 1,665,080 tons. The export of coal, cinders, and culm in 
1861 reached 7,855,115 tons, of the declared value of 3,604,790/—a con- 
siderable increase (533,000 tons) overthe export of 1860. France took 
1,452,208 tons in 1861.

COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES. 

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 1 per mille premium, and the 
short exchange on London is 25.27} per 1/ sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 104d per ounce for 
standard gold, it appears that gold is about 3-10ths per cent, dearer in 
London than in Paris. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 426} per mark, and the 
short exchange on London is 13.64 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold at 
the English Mint price is, therefore, about 2-10ths per cent. dearer in 
London than in Hamburg. 

The course’of' exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight’is about 117 to 118 per cent., and the premium on gold is 6} to 6} 
per cent. At these rates there is a profit on the importation of golu from 
the United States.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

Although the supply of English wheat at Mark lane, to-day, 
was very small, both red and white qualities met a slow sale, at 
barely previous quotations. Good and fine foreign wheats changed 
hands to a moderate extent, at full prices; but inferior parcels 
sold heavily, at about Monday’s currency. Barley, owing to the 
limited quantity on offer, was very firm, and prices had an upward 
tendency. Oats moved off steadily, at full quotations. Beans and 
peas were scarce, and they realised extreme rates. The flour 
trade was somewhat inactive, yet prices were fairly maintained. 
This week’s imports amount to 20,810 quartera of wheat; 
20 barley ; 11,840 oats; and 440 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, the wheat trade was dull, and prices 
had a downward tendency. Flour, also, was drooping, in value, 
but maize advanced 3d per quarter. 

The following report of the corn trade of Odessa, for the week 
ending June 19, has been furnished by M. Othon Trithen :—The 
new crop of wheat promises to be abundant in the governments of 
Kieff and Podolia; in the Tauride and its neighbourhood, it is 
seriously compromised. The accounts from Bessarabia are too 
conflicting to be yet enabled to form an opinion. Under the 
influence of heavy arrivals from the interior, prices were rapidly 
giving way, when news of advance in London caused a reaction, 
and the market is now very firm with a strong upward tendency.

Freights—We quote the rates for coffee in cask at 3/ 10s to 4/, whilst the 
demand for tonnage for bags being active, the rate for these has advanced 
to 3/ and 3/ 10s; cotton, 4710s. Market Value.—Plantation coffee, low, 
12s; ditto mountain, 12s per bh]; native coffee, unpicked, 51s to 52s 6d; 
ditto, picked and dried, 51s to 528 6d per cwt; cinnamon, plantation, 8d 
to 9d per lb; ditto inferior, nominal. 

Trinidad cocoa has advanced 1s per cwt. Rice is decidedly firm, 
and holders appear indisposed to sell except at enhanced rates. 
The dry fruit trade continues very dull. 


The transactions in rum have been confined to a few small 
parcels, for immediate consumption, at about Jast week’s cur- 
rency ; but the tendency of prices is somewhat in favour of 
buyers. Brandy and grain spirits move off slowly, on former 
terms. 

Messrs Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, have forwarded us the 
annexed report of the silk trade of that city to June 27 :—The 
silk harvest in Evrope may be considered as closed. ‘The total 
production, though satisfactory, bearing in mind thé very limited 
uantity of seed hatched, will hardly equal last year's result. 

he quality is generally reported superior, ially in France. 
As usual at this time of the year, this month’s transactions have 
been limited, with the exception of some important contracts for 
new silk, which the moderate prices of cocoons have allowed our 
French reelers to conclude at comparatively low rates. The 
prices of cocoons have been less favourable in the other countries, 
where the cost of the new silk will come very near our present 
quotations. This consideration, combined with the lasting 
scarcity of the superior classes of Asiatic silk, and the hope of the 
American orders, expected in August and September, recoveri 
at least a part of their usual importance, tends to keep off the fear 
of a serious decline.

At the commencement of last month, write Messrs Grant, 
Hodgson, and Co., a steady demand existed for home-trade tobacco, 
but purchases were generally limited to small quantities for 
immediate consumption. Subsequently the market assumed a 
more decided character, and considerable sales effected in some 
instances at a 3d to 4d per lb advance on last month’s prices. 
Several parcels have been withdrawn, and holders appear indis- 
posed to progress with sales at present rates. Business has been 
chiefly confined to purchases by the trade, and may be estimated 
at 1854 hhds, viz., 30 hhds Virginia leaf, 154 hhds and tierces of 
strips, 600 hhds Kentucky leaf, 659 hhds strips, and 411 hhds 
Maryland. For exportation, several small lots have been taken 
at extreme rates, and inquiries made for some qualities of which 
stock is comparatively bare. Imports—408 hhds. Deliveries— 
1,216 hhds, against 909 hhds in the corresponding month of last 
year. Stock—21,152 hhds, against 19,407 hhds in 1861; 15,495 
hhds in 1860; 10,414 hhds in 1859; 7,677 hhds in 1858; and 
9,513 hhds in 1857. 

There has been a somewhat improved feeling in the metal trade, 
and prices, almost generally, have ruled firm. Copper has changed 
hands more freely, at 103d for English, and at 94/ to 951 for 
Burra Burra. Spelter has realised enbanced rates. In tin, a very 
moderate business has been transacted. The delivery of Banca, in 
Holland, in June, was 4,650 slabs, against 6,820 slabs in 1861, 
leaving the stock on warrants 15,250, against 14,076 slabs. The 
new stock for next sale is 1,937 slabs. Scotch pig iron, however, 
has failen to 51s 64 cash, mixed numbers. The stock in yards at 
Glasgow is 225,600 tons, against which there are warrants in 
circulation for 223,000 tons. 

Annexed is Messrs Andrew Woodrow and Son’s monthly report 
of the iron trade of Glasgow :—Throughout the past month the 
tendency in our market was towards lower prices. The business 
transacted was comparatively small. The opening quotation 
was 53s 3d, the closing 52s 1d, and the average 52s 74d, against 
49s 1d in June, 1861. At this moment there are 118 furnaces in 
blast, producing fully 20,000 tons per week; the shipments for 
the six months of the year average 11,286 tons per week, the 
local consumption is computed at less than 7,000 tons weekly, 
making together, say, 18,000 tons consumption against 20,000 tons 
production, leaving an excess of 2,000 tons per week to be added 
to our stock, which is now reckoned at 560,000 tons, irrespective 
of what is held by the Carron Company. The shipments last 
month were 47,174 tons, against 49,157 in 1861 ; and from January 
1 to June 24, 293,453 tons, against 299,544 tons in corresponding 
returns last year, leaving a difference of 6,091 tons in favour of 
last year. The prices to-day are, for mixed Nos. warrants, 52s 
cash, and 52s 7d three months open; for No. 1, G.M.B., 51s 6d; 
No. 3, 50s cash on shipment. 


The quarterly public sales of indigo are announced to com- 
mence on the 8th inst. ‘The declarations amount to 9,420 chests, 
viz. :—2,500 Oude, 2,000 Bengal and Benares, 4,000 Madras and 
Kurpah, and 500 Manilla in the A and 420 inthe B catalogue. 
The greater portion, however, is of very unsatisfactory quality. 
During the last fortnight, there has been a moderate demand, both 
for home use and for export to America, at full prices. Cochi- 
neal has met a steady sale, at late rates to 2d per lb advance. 

Oils, with the exception of fish descriptions, have realised 
enhanced rates, especially as regards linseed and rapeseed quali- 
ties—the former being quoted at 39s 3d, and the latter at 50s for 
foreign-refined. Turpentine has been very excited. American 
spirits are now worth 105s, and French 102s, whilst common 
American rosin has advanced to 20s per cwt.

ANCHESTER, July 3.—With such excitement in cotton, this 
market may be said to have been both paralyzed and stimulated, 
to have had the usual currents of business stopped and unusual 
channels opened. Quotations have been, and are, all at random, 
but some prices have been paid, and paid largely, the like of 
which have never been paid before, and which, though dreamt of 
and predicted by a few from the commencement of the American 
struggle, have been always treated by the many as too visionary to 
be realised. Buyers have exchanged places with sellers, the ex- 
tended transactions of this week having chiefly consisted of re- 
sales from the former to the latter. The former, having before- 
hand bought for export, now in many cases seize a ready profit, 
and quit stocks here, in preference to running the chances of the 
next six months by sending off to distant markets. The latter— 
the stated selling agents—being now without stock to hold on 
manufacturers’ account, have bought freely for themselves, in order 
to preserve some supplies for future customers, and some employ- 
ment for their own capital. So that this week, the country dis- 
tricte, the out-lying manufacturers, have been well seoured for 
calicoes, and well cleared of old lots, But as respects contracts to 
produce for delivery forward, such bave now been rendered 
almost impossible, and have accordingly not been entertained, the

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BraDrorp.—Wool—Staplerg endeavour, in consequence of the 
enhanced country prices, to obtain a slight advance, but the 
attempt only serves to check business. There continues to be a 
fair business in yarns. Spinners are, for the most part, well em- 
ployed to order. Pieces—The advances asked in consequence of 
the extraordinary rise in cotton have stopped the speculative 
demand, and as both home and foreign merchants have evidently 
anticipated their wants in plain goods, our market has been less 
active. 


Hupprrs¥F1ELp.—There bas been a considerable attendance of 
buyers from various parts of the country in our markets, and 
business in the Cloth Hall and manufacturers’ shops has again 
assumed a cheerful aspect. Small parcels of better goods in fancy 
trouserings continue to be sold on French account, but this trade 
does not as yet assume very important dimensions. In the country 
trade there is still said to be very little business doing for the 
season. In the local wool trade during the week there has been a 
steady trade doing. Prices keep firm. 


LxeEps.—The demands from the provinces are very few, and 
trade with the metropolis is virtually suspended. There is not 
much doing in wool; but high rates are still maintained through 
the inflexibility of the agricultural holders of fleeces. 


Rocupate.—Not only has there been a fair attendance at 
market, but the seasonable kinds have been fairly inquired after, 
and, on the whole, the sales have been more than ordinarily bulky. 
Nothing noteworthy as regards the woollen trade. There isa 
little more doing in wool, but it is upon the spot, and better prices 
are obtained for brokes, which have risen 5 per cent.
